U|>erating in M issouri alone, unham pered by state supervision, there are m any 
insecure burial associations. 


T his article is not intended to Convey the im pression that ALL burial associations 
fa ll into the sam e class, for such is not the case.

H olders of his certificates can d erive no b en e­ 
fits at death unless iiis serv ices as “ U nd ertaker” are used 
In other w ords, the m em ­ 
bers of his association draw no cash benefits but must be satisfied 
to 
accept 
his 
fun eral serv ices at the price he sets upon them . 


N aturally, the profits to an “U ndertaker” of this type m ay be enorm ous. 
If he 
has the 3,000 m em bers required by law, fie is receivin g 50 cen ts per m onth from each 
m em ber, or a total of $1,500 per m onth. 
T he low er the death rate, th e m ore m oney 
he m akes. 
Not only that, but th e certificate's of m em bership, w hich he issues, reads 
that the holder m ust use his services, w herever death m ay occur to receive any b en e­ 
fits.
